Ford has been asked to 
buy Wi!- 


liamsburr ancient 
capital* of Vir- 
ginia, and restore to it the quaint 
and picturesque beauty of the Revo- 
lutionary period. Tt then 
would be 
preserved as a living lesson in Ameri- 
can history for future generations. 
The suggestion, which Mr. Ford is 


said to be considering, was advanced 
by Dr. W. A. R. Goodwin, of William 
and Mary College, through 
William 


Ford, brother of the automobile man- 
ufacturer. 
\- Under the plan Mr. - Ford would 
purchase a large, part of .the ..present 
city of -Williamsburg. at an estimated 
cost of between 
$4,000,000 and' $5,- 


000.000. A Colonial Holding Corpora- 
tion then would be formed, according 
to Dr. Goodwin's suggestion, to which 
the city would be turned over for al^ 
time. The task of re-creating the col- 
onial seat of government 
would go 
forward under the

holding corporation. All evidences of 
modern davs would be removed.

Dr. J. D. Butler Explains Myopia by Comparing the Eye 
to an Egg. 


The \vord "myopia" comes from two 


Grek words (myo—-close and op*:— 
eye.") which means "close the eye." 
M>opia, called 
near-sightedness, Is 
caused from the eyeball being shaped 
Tke an egg. whereas the normal eye Is 
lound like a ball. 


The eye is 
aery like 
a camera. 


In order to have clear vision the eye 
must be properly focussed the same as 
a kodak to set a §rood picture. In myo- 
pia, the diameter of the eye Is too long

the skull. It is rarely congenial, and 
when so it becomes he A Htary. 
Deprived of many Jutdoor pleas- 
ures, the near-sighted person seeks oc- 
cupation and mausement within 
his 
own limited circle of vision. By hold- 
ing his book or work close to his eyes 
he is able to see distinctly; but In so 
doing he strains his eyes excessively 
producing: ocular congestion and 
by 
bending over affords a favorable posi- 
tion for the distension of the ocular 
veins and unfortunately therein lies 
his great danger. Comparing the eye 
with an egg. the white of the eye cov- 
ers the entire eyeball with the excep- 
tion of the pupil, and that part of the 
eye giving- color to it like an egg «=h« 
rovers an egg (the sclerotic in first 
illustration.)

This opportunity for 


an accurate knowledge of the com- 
munity's social needs, and a means of 
meeting them in their lofflcal order, 
present to the general public a more 
orderly plan than is otherwise pos- 
sible. 


Federated FinuncliiK 


Federated financing almost inevit- 


ably results in the organization of the 
community and its resources for a 
continuous study of its social needs 
and problems, if for no other reason 
than for the sake of intelligent dis- 
cussion of the budgets of the various 
agencies.

ing house where 'Washington's staff 
once knelt In prayer- 
There Is no newspaper 
In York- 


town, but the intimate details of the 
scenes Griffith made, of how be and 
every member of his large company 
looked, acted, and what they said and 
ate is known to every inhabitant. 


Motion pictures are the sole topic 


of conversation, and ' their participa- 
tion in the film which D- W. Griffith 
made is the proudest boast of the old- 
est families.
